Purse Offerings Tell Story of 
Growing Importance of 
Cuban Racing. 



Cincinnati. <>., Octolx-r 31.— Martin Xathanso'i 
<>f Chicago, racing secretary for tin* 4 ’uba- American 
Jockey Clult. whose winter race meeting of one 
hundred <>r more days’ duration lias been announced 
to Iw-giu on Thanksgiving day. November 28. at 
Oriental Park, has issued tin* program book for the 
first ten days of the meeting. 

The purse offerings tell tiie story of tin* yrow’R' 
importance of Cuban raring in a striking maiiuei. 
The minimum purse, in aeeordanee with tiie recent 
aiiiiouneement of General Manager 11. 1>. Brown 
advising American liorsemen of a generous increase 
in ail purse and stake values at tiie Cuban tra« k 
during tin- approaching season, is fixed at $599. 
l;ul this by no means is the limit. For instance, 
on the o|tening day the offerings include one purse 
of SMM and two of $4l4!ft. in addition to the turec 
of the minimum value, bringing the total for tin 1 
day entirely in overnight purses to *3.5444). 

I tut tills even does not represent the maximum 
daily offering. On the tenth day of the meeting, 
which falls on Sunday, tiie purses will argrega •< 
S-4 .:)»*< and the aggregate for tlte ten days covered 
ty the txsdi is exactly $341.2041, entailing a daily 
average of slightly more than X3.IMO. This world 
make all the purses average over 864)41 and the 
average is likely to increase as tin* meeting pro- 
gresses. so that, taking into consideration the addi- 
tional distribution which will he made through tin 
valuable stake program, the running of which will 
not liegin until Christmas day. it may conservatively 
be figured that the horsemen who patronise Cuban 
racing this winter will share in the distribution of 
a sum not falling fnr short of $44*1.04)41 if the 
season runs for only l lie hundred days announced 
as the minimum. If It should Is* continued beyond 
the hundred -day minimum, which was the case last 
winter, it may exceed $tWt,IW0. 

AMERICAN COLONY WILL BE LARGE. 

It is no wonder with the incentive offered by this 
tempting program, to say nothing of tin* pleasures 
and other advantage* held out by a sojourn in the 
i.leal winter climate of Culw, that American hors— 
men an* planning to participate in Cuban racing this 
year in greater numbers than at any time since the 
introduction of racing in Cuba under its present 
auspices in lttl'i. Almost to a man the Americans 
who participated in last year's successful meeting at 
Oriental Park are planning to return to Cuba, and 
they will he reinforced by many who have lieen .von 
ovi-r by the glowing re|sirts brought hark to this 
country by those whose privilege it has been to 
pass a winter in Cuba. 

General Manager 11. It. Brown, who lias returned 
within a few days from a trip to Havana, where 
lie inspected the progress of improvements under- 
taken during the summer for the further embel- 
lishment of the beauties of Oriental Park, is u<>w 
circulating among the horsemen and conferring wMIi 
them over plans for the transfer of their stables to 
Cuba during tin* next few weeks. He has s.*nt 
word of his intention to make a trip west to con- 
fer with horsemen quartered in Kentucky in the 
near future. 

Those horsemen eontemplating a trip to Cuba 
should not overlook the fact that thirteen valuable 
slakes, ranging in added money from $1 .200 to 
82.4**). will elose for entries on Monday next. James 
K. Milton, assistant manager of Oriental Park, is 
attending to the interests of the association among 
the horsemen racing in Maryland, while Frank J. 
Briieu is performing a similar service at Laton'.a.

OF THE MARYLAND STATE FAIR AT LAUREL 



The autumn meeting of t lie Maryland State Fair at Laurel was highly successful despite the ina- 
bility of the racing association to complete its original schedule. The meeting o|teued on October 1 and 
continued to th-tober 1-’. when it was necessary to sus|H*nd racing at Laurel because of tin* bail placed 
on public gatherings by the Maryland State Board of Health on account of the epidemic of influenza. 
The ban was not lifted until October 26. when Laurel racing was again resumed and continued to Octo- 
ber 31. enabling the Maryland State Fair to complete sixteen of the original twenty-seven days of rac- 
ing. During the curtailed meeting 116 races were run and $1417.4414) was distributed in stakes and purses, 
bringing up tin* daily average distribution to the high tigure of $10.44141. All tiie regular stake features 
were run. including tin* sjiecial two-year-old race is tween Billy Kelly and Eternal. Great crowds were 
in daily attendance at Laurel Park and if it laid lieen possible to complete tin* original schedule there is 
no doubt that all the records of the wonderful fall meeting at Laurel last year would have been sur- 
passed.

OPENING DAY AT PIMLICO 



Maryland Jockey Club Autumn 
Meeting Begins Auspiciously. 



Gloomy Gus Wins Arlington Han- 
dicap — Speedy Old Leochares 
Suffers Defeat. 



Baltimore. Md., November 1. — What everyone is 
predicting will la* the greatest meeting ever staged 
at old Pimlico was auspiciously inaugurated today, 
the first of tin* eleven days of racing under the 
auspices of the -Maryland Jockey flub, the oldest 
and most popular of Maryland racing organizations. 
A largd gathering was present, including many New 
Yorkers. The rare* were rnn over a drying out 
track and were productive of ‘some excellent sport. 

O. Baseli scored his third straight victory 
witli Gloomy Gus when he won the Arlington Handi- 
cap. the feature of Pimlico’s (qteiiing program. 
Gloomy Gus raced into an easy lead "“after ~t he 
horses had gone a half mile and at tiie end led 
t'orn Tassel by a couple of lengths. Omar Khay- 
yam, which was an even money favorite for the 
race, again proved a disappointment and was third, 
beaten two and a half lengths h.v Com Tassel. 

The three-year-old I'ltima Thule furnished a sur- 
prise when lie led the noted old sprinter Leochares 
from start to finish in the sixth race, a dash of 
three-quarters of a mile. Tiie winner set a fast 
pace considering the condition of She track and 
always held Leochares safe. 

The iqs'iier fell to the Canadian -bred Hong Kong, 
from the stable of Joseph K. Seagram of Toronto. 
His winning margin was but a bead. E. M. AA’eld’s 
Carpet Sweeper gaining on him with every stride. 
J. AA'. McClelland’* Phantom Maid was highly 
fancied in this race, lint failed to race up to ex- 
pectations. 

K. T. AA'ilson’s colors were carried to victory in 
tiie mile flash run as the second race, liis Wood- 
thrush. a son of Olambala. scoring easily over Gray- 
son and Charlie Leydccker. Suhahdar’s iierformance 
was a distinct disappointment to the talent, who 
hacked him quite heavily. 

Sqnare Dealer, with A’incent Powers in the saddle, 
won the Inaugural Steeplechase, hut pulled up lame 
after his victory. 

The closest finish of the afternoon came with 
the decision of the fiftli race. Duchess I .ace getting 
the verdict by a nose, with Esquimau second bni 
a head in advance of Lillian Shaw. The hitter 
was going the fastest of all at the end and would 
have won in u few more strides. 

Jockey L. Knsor was much in the limelight today, 
riding three winners.

FAST RACING JN BUENOS AIRES 

We learn from a Beunos Aires correspondent that 
the stallion Old Man, by Orbit — Moissonneuse, died 
in August lust. He was about the best horse bred 
in the Argentine, aud is a heavy loss to his own- 
ers. He leaves muiiy smart horses behind him, the 
best lieing Botafogo, which still retains his un- 
beaten certificate, and it is testimony to his ex- 
cellence that he is accorded a walk-over in most 
of his races, owners generally being chary of bring- 
ing anything aguinst him. Two record times for 
tiie Argentine have recently been chronicled. Saint 
Emillion, 4 (by Cyllene), ran the mile in 1:35%, 
carrying 134 pounds, and Moloch (by Diamond Jubi- 
lee), also a four-year-old,' went three-quarters in 
1:09% with 130 pounds up. Racing, we learn, is 
going well in the South American republic, and 
events corresponding to our One Thousand and Two 
Thousand Guineas were run a little while ago. The 
fillies’ race was won in great style by Paulonia, a 
daughter of Perrier, and the colts’ race by Caricato, 
a son of Craganour, which, it will be remembered, 
was disqualified for the Epsom Derby G f 1913, 
which was awarded to Aboyeur. This i s Cniga- 
nour’s second season in the Argentine, and it is a 
credit to him to have sired such a good colt, though 
whether lie will turn out to be the best of his 
year remains to lie seen.— London Sportsman. 

GERMAN AND AUSTRIAN RACING 

Oil September 22 there were two meetings in 
Germany, each of seven events, one at Gruuewald 
(Berlin), the other at Munich, September 14. Vi- 
enna held a big gathering, and on September 28 
Magdeburg celebrated ts annual jumping meeting. 
The Hamburg Antonin Meeting, extending over five 
days, started on September 26. and the Budapest 
:t 11 1 mil 11 fixture, consisting of thirteen days’ racing, 
extended from September 22 to October 13. Grutie- 
wald li.-ul another meeting on October 8, and to 
-how wlmt Austrians think of the value of racinfe 
in war-time, the recent sale of yearlings by the 
Austrian State Stud is Instructive. Fifty yearlings 
sold for $121,700, an uveruge of $2,430. There was 
until recently no questiuu of stopping racing in 
Germany or Austria, although the enemy was short 
of big guns and ammunition. 



Cincinnati, O., November 1. — General Manager 
Haehmeister of the Iaitonla Jockey Club today made 
the announcement that when the fall race meeting 
at Latenia gets under way, as it surely will im- 
mediately the influenza restrictions are removed 
by the health authorities, whirh action it has been 
unofficially intimated will take place next week, 
all of the stakes scheduled for decision during the 
meeting which has been repeatedly postponed on 
account of the influenza epidemic will be run in the 
order in which they were originally announced. 

Tliis means that tiie Latonia Inaugural Handi- 
cap of $3,000 added, for tliree-year-olds and over, 
will be the special feature of the opening day card 
and that it will be followed by other stakes at 
intervals during the meeting in the order stated 
below: 

Fort Thomas Handicap, $3,000 added, for two- 
year-olds. 

Gibson- Hotel Special, $2,000 added, for two- 
year-olds. 

Autumn Selling Stakes, $2,000 added, for three- 
year-olds and over. 

Sinton Hotel Special, $2,000 added, for three - 
year-olds and over. 

Queen City Handicap, $5,000 added, for two- 
year-olds. 

Latonia Cup, $7,500 added, for three-year-olds 
and over. 

Manager Haehmeister also announced that the con- 
ditions of the races for the first six days of the 
meeting as outlined in the program book originally 
issued, would stand and notiee was issued to horse- 
men advising them to keep their horses -in such 
a condition of training as to be ready to fill their 
engagements on short notiee. as no time will he 
lost after the ban is lifted in launching the meet- 
ing. 

There has been little training activity during the 
past few days on account of the fact that the 
track is deep, in mud as a result of the frequent 
rains of the past week. But now that there is a 
prospect of racing their horses in the near future 
the trainers will undoubtedly get busy at once. 

* 

TURF NOTES FROM LANDS ABROAD 

Frank O’Neill, the American jockey, rode two 
winners and was second in another race at St. 
Sebastian, Spain, October 11. 

• The assumed name “Mr. T. Valentine” has been 
registered under the English Rules of Racing. At 
the same time a partnership has been registered as 
between “Mr. Valentine” and Lord Falmouth. 

The veteran South Australian trainer, John H. 
Hill, died on August 15. Among the winners of 
notable races which he trained were Newstead (Ma- 
rihyrnong Plate), Auraria (Melbourne Cup) and 
Broken Hill (Australian Cup). 

Billycock, which recently won the King’s Cup, 
value $10,000, at San Sebastian, Spain, took the 
Grand Prix then: last year, and won several other 
good races in Spain. He was bred in England by 
the late J. F. Hallick, the Lambourn trainer, and 
is by Mareovil — Sunbonnct. 

The king of Spain’s good race horse, Antivari, 
which recently went wrong, is to be used as a 
stock horse in Spain near the French frontier. He 
is French-bred, by Sea Sick — Arva. Antivari won, 
despite war retrenchment, $25,000 during three 
seasons of racing in the king’s colors. 

The balance sheet of the Victoria (Australia) 
Racing Club for its season which closed at the end 
of June siiowed that the profits available for pa- 
triotic purposes is $126,425, and to tiie amount lias 
to be added $9,840 unallotted from the previous 
year. Altogether the club lias raised $300,000 
for patriotic purposes. 

Last month in the Culford Handicap at New- 
market, Not Much, 118 pounds, won. the one aud 
one-eighth miles in 1:51%, extremely fast time 
and third on the English lists from a time stand- 
point to Brown Prince’s 1:50% and Frusquin’s 
Pride’s 1:50%. Not Much is a brown gelding, three 
years old. by Primer — Pop the Question, owned by 
Mr. F. Hardy. 

CONNAUGHT PARK IS EXPENSIVE 

Ottawa. Ont.. November 1. — At the annual gen- 
eral meeting of the shareholders of the Connaught 
Park Jockey Club all last year’s officers were re- 
elected. and the vacancy on the directorate, caused 
through the death of the late E. S. Skead, was 
filled by the election of J. McDougall. Incidentally 
there is said to have been some discussion as to 
the desirability of liquidating the club and dis- 
posing of the property. The cost of maintenance 
during the past year was about $7,000. and the de- 
preciation was also heavy, making the total expen- 
diture for the year approximately $20,000. Owing 
to the suspension of racing there was no revenue 
of any kind. 

The officers are: President, H011. Senator II. A. 

Ilelcourt; vice-presidents. Sir Clifford Sifton, T. 
A. Hearne and G. F. Fauquier; honorary treasurer, 
E. S. Houston; honorary secretary. C. Ross. 

FISHING AND HUNTING NOTES 

Five counties in the lower peninsula of Michi- 
gan — Antrim, Charlevoix, Oscoda, Crawford and 
Kalkaska — have been closed to deer hunters for 
two years by the Public Domain Commission, which 
met in Grand Rapids recently. This leaves but 
two good deer hunting counties in the lower penin- 
sula, Alpena and Montgomery. 

In North Carolina the open season for quail and 
turkey shooting is from November 15 to Mareli 
1, and for duck shooting it is from November 15 
to February 1. There are large oyster beds right 
near the ranges in Chatham County where a man 
can get all the oysters he may care for. There are 
also plenty of deer and wild turkey in unsettled 
territory. 

Game sanctuaries, it is said, are to be established 
in various parts of Ohio as quickly as suitable sites 
.•an be located without any additional taxation on 
the jieople of that state. Secretary N. E. Shaw 
and Acting Chief A. C. Baxter, backed by the fi-h 
and game division of the Board of Agriculture, a re- 
considering various propositions presented to them 
from farmers and others pushing the project. 

VIEWPOINT’S RICH PERUVIAN RACE 

Early in the year M. A. Silvers bought View- 
point, which raced in this country for Sam Hildreth 
last season, aud sent him to Lima, Peru, South 
America. Viewpoint is five years old. by Rock 
Sand - Golden View. List month Viewpoint re- 
warded his new owner by winning the ' Municipal 
Handicap at Lima, a valuable raee run over a mile 
and a half, which he secured in easy fashion from 
a field of native-bred horses. Viewpoint carried 
123 pounds aud guUo|>ed the course in the good 
time, it was reported, of 2:35. Viewpoint was bred 
in this country by Major August Belmout.

DRY FLY FISHING WAYS 



Story of a Contemplative Angler 
and the Way of Fish. 

Methods Followed "by Sports- 
men in American and 

Other Streams. 

♦ 

To the contemplative angler who practices the 
drv-fl.v art almost every day upon the stream dry- 
fly fishing furnishes its quota of thrills. In fact, 
each rise of a trout furnishes a series of emotions 
for which there is no name so descriptive as 
“thrills.” For the sake of angling literature it is 
too had that they must be felt and cannot bo 
described, writes E. M. Gill in Rod and Gun in 
Canada. 

Ulster County, New York, is a wonderful eoutnry 
for clear, cold, liquid streams, with lively si>eekled 
trout and far enough from the city that all business 
cares may be forgotten. Having spent a fine week 
casting the dry-fly on the surface of some of these 
mountain streams, let us imagine we are on our 
way homeward. We pass through the built up por- 
tion of W urtsboro in Sullivan County and come io 
a bridge before we reach Mamakating. Under the 
bridge flows the little Basher-Kill, celebrated as a 
trout stream nearly a century ngo. That the*v 
should be fish in it, surrounded as it is by a country 
so well built up, astonishes one. Two things 
demand the attention of the angler, the coldness cf 
the water and thp bed of the stream, and in what 
appears to be a few minutes we are startled by tli* 
sound of the automobile liorn telling us it is tim- 
to quit. 

As is customary among anglers we walk along th< 
bank of the brook, eyes keenly alert for a stray 
trout. Approaching a sharp turn iu the stream, 
below the bridge, our attention is arrested by a sight 
that brings us to an abrupt stop. The bed of the 
stream is almost pure white, the water like Horace’s 
celebrated spring of Bandusia. Some twenty feet 
below the bend a trout lies in the center of th-- 
stream, a foot below the surface, eight feet above 
is another, some two feet nearer the further bank 
and further up lies a third a few feet from the 
opposite bank. 

A dry-fly alights two feet ahead of the first fish 
and one foot to the left. The fish, as far as can 
be observed h.v the angler, pays no attention to the 
fly, which slowly floats with the current. It pro- 
ceeds twelve inches. A quick movement and the 
fish faces the floating fly and then Is stationary. 
When the lure is opposite the fish the trout seems 
nervous, but still does not move ahead. The fl* 
is now a foot below the fish, so goodbye hopes.’ 
But the trout, fickle being that it is, has change 1 
its mind; down it comes, takes the fly, and then 
down, and still further down until it reaches the net. 
Question: Had this fish hesitated to take the fly 

immediately because it could not understand why 
two fisli alMive had let a juicy fly go without eve.i 
a movement to capture it, thus making it an object 
of suspicion? 

But there are two other fish to fry, or rather to 
get ready for frying for the kiddies at home. 

The whirling dun was dropped near the eenter 
fish, coeking beautifully ahead of it and to tin 
left. Without hesitation he seized it immediately. 
A similar operation quickly led to the rain of the 
third trout. Three out, all 'out. Great work to- 
day, old man! It is not always thus. 

The manner in which these three fish were caught 
furnishes an excellent example of dry-fly fislTing 
as practiced in its original home, England, though 
this statement may be disputed. The general way 
of the English “purist” is to cast only to a rising 
fish. The late Jtr. Halford, the great English 
apostle of the dry-fly, on August 26, 1912, wrote to 
me among other tilings: “On the Test I fish almost 

exclusively to t lie rising fish, but on the Itelien 
also try with dry-fly fisli in position.” The three 
fish above mentioned were, without doubt, “in posi- 
tion” for feeding and came to the net at only a 
slight suggestion made by the angler. 

DRY-FLY PURIST METHODS. 

The dry-fly “purist.” as lie is known, casts liis 
fly usually only when lie sees a trout rising; he 
“stalks” the fish; if iie sees a rise, he goes within 
lasting distance of the spot, carefully places his 
fly so that it falls exactly where the trout lias 
risen.* or just above it, that the fly may float down 
over the fish. If lie does not get a rise it is no’, 
unusual for him to try a fly of a different pat- 
tern: if he finally gives up in his attempt to catch 
this particular trout lie looks for another rising 
fish, but does not make another east until he again 
sees a rise. If no rises occur within his vision din- 
ing the day lie does not wet his line. Some of this 
cult carry field glasses with which they scan the 
surface of the stream. These methods undoubtedly 
mark a high lype of sportsmanship, jierliaps. I 
should lie somewhat tempted to say the highest type 
of sportsmanship if I did not have reason to believe 
that our method of taking a fish that has not al 
ready indicated its exact location to the fisherman 
requires at least as much skill on the part of t lie 
angler as ' the purist's method of fishing the riv: 
only, where the exact whereabouts of the fish is 
known. It seems to me that when an angler sees 
a rising fisli within casting distance the battle Is 
at least half won. 

An American with a mind capable of seeing hu- 
morous features in almost all things, anil also at 
times not beyond the temptation of indulging in 
ridicule, may easily see an opening for poking fun 
at the disappointed purist as he returns at evening 
without once having east a fly during the day. In 
fact, he does not escape ridicule in England; le 
lias been the victim of much sarcasm, even from 
some members of the British angling fraternity. 
G. E. M. Skues, a bright and at times sarcastic 
English writer, says in liis “Minor Tactics of the 
“light like thistle-down” or that I have been de 
reived for a moment into thinking that an arti- 
ficial fly was a natural insect as it fluttered 
through the air to the surface of {be water. 

YVe will say Unit it is the morning of a day 011 
which trout seem to have 110 interest in feeding 
and rises are few and far between on our lovely 
mountain stream in Ulster county. As we wade 
upward, covering every likely spot thoroughly, a 
worried look, familiar to anglers in such circum- 
stances. chases away the ‘ 'smiling countenai-e” 
with which one starts out. 

BUTTERFLY SHOWS THE WAY. 

Some of the Is'st parts of the stream have liecu 
gone over ami still there is only one fish in the 
creel. Ti»> angler is about to cast his fly on a 
swift run near the opi**Mte bank when a little 
happening of nature arrests the upward movement 
of the rod. Twenty feet aliove the spot, where, in 
another moment his fly was about to alight, a yel- 
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low butterfly floats down the current, resembling 
a small cat-boat. It is precisely in the center of 
the current, and in a minute will be in the exact 
spot picked out by the angler for placing the 
whirling dun. It is a tense moment for the angler 
when the butterfly approaches the dark water two 
feet above the turn in the stream. The insect sud- 
denly finds itself in what must seem to him to be 
a huge gulf, if, in fuct, there is time for thinking, 
as a mighty fish seizes him. The artificial insect 
at the end of the leader goes gracefully through 
the air and falls softly upon the surface two feet 
above the spot where the late tragedy lias occurred. 
The trout is an old hook-nosed male, large for this 
stream, but sufficiently aged to have been a mon- 
ster if its habitat lmd been conducive to larger 
growth. 

Proceeding a short distance above the run on 
which occurred what I may rail the “tragedy of 
the butterfly,” we soon came opposite the home 
of a trout that happened to be particularly adept 
Chalk Stream”: “I know of no sight more gloomy 
than that of a golfer painfully tramping from shot 
to shot. But perhaps the next gloomiest sight is 
the angler who. with jierliaps but a single day at 
his disposal, lounges hour by hour h.v the side 
of the main river, waiting with such patience as lie 
can muster for the rise which conies not.” 

Tlie strict purist, in turn, lias retorted to those 
who are inclined to make of him u ridiculous fig- 
ure by culling all who do not adopt liis methods 
“poachers.” It would not be fair, however, to the 
British angler — men of the Halford type — lo convey 
an impression that ill-natured criticism is common 
among the British sportsmen. I have rend much 
of their literature, bearing on al! sides of the ques- 
tion, and have found a general inclination to be 
tolerant of each other’s opinions, and most courteoi s 
in their arguments. Their ideas of sportsmanship 
are high, a condition that I believe is general among 
dry-fly anglers everywhere. The fascination of 
the gnme seems to be the attraction of this method 
of fishing and not the “heavy creel” at the eml 
of the day. 

The purist’s method of angling, sportsmanlike and 
praiseworthy though it may lie, is not. I tliiuk. 
the style of dry-fly fishing that would generally 
appeal to American anglers, even though condi- 
tions on our streams made it at all times possible. 
It is difficult to imagine ail American fly fisher- 
man so patient that he would spend a day on the 
stream without casting a fly. In the first place lie 
enjoys the practice of casting, whether the fi.-li 
rise or not. Then, again, abundant experience has 
taught out American anglers that on some of our 
nearby streams they may often pass an entire day 
without seeing a trout rise at a natural insect. So 
the dry-fly angler of this country begins casting 
when he reaches the stream, more or less for gen- 
eral results, as the Englishman might call it; bur 
tlie work of an American expert is not always a 
bungling performance and frequently there is little 
“hit-or-miss” about it. He generally shows a keen 
knowledge of the habits of the trout, and whcie 
they should be lying in wait for their food liis 
methods may differ from those of the Kuglish purist 
in that instead of casting at the rise he casts at 
those places where experience has taught him that 
the trout hide, live and seek their food. There is 
nothing more skillful to be seen on a stream than 
the casting of a dry-fly exiiert. It is seldom ex- 
cept when watching them that I have seen flic-, 
.it travelling on reverse gear. He could go down- 
stream tail first at a gait that almost exceeded 
the sjieed limit. When he changed gears and made 
a quick get-away on high liis rapidity baffled the 
human eye. He lived, no doubt, sumptuously, as 
lie was of a size to dispute his position with almost 
any competitor. His home was on tlie further side 
of the stream, which was now so low that most of 
the bed was above water. His feeding ground was 
a swift run some three feet wide, two feet deep 
and a matter of eight feet long. At the lower end 
of the run was a natural dam — a wide, flat rook 
over which tlie water, here very shallow, tumbled 
actively. In fact, tlie water in tlie entire run 
travelled witli a speed calculated to furnish suffi- 
cient aeration for any fisli. The fly cast, imme- 
diately upon its fall the boss of the run inspected 
it. With its nose almost touching the fly. going 
rapidly down-stream, tlie trout kept its position 
under the fly. running on its reverse gear for some 
six feet, when it came within ail inch of going 
over tlie little waterfall below the rocky dam. 
Thou a flash up-stream, too swift for the eye to 
follow! Going down-stream this fisli seemed to 
disdain to turn around and use a forward motion. 
A second time he repeated this operation in its 
entirety; again an attempt at repetition, but with 
a disastrous ending. As lie seemed about to go 
over tlie fall lie took tlie fly and was hauled down 
tlie stream willy-nilly. 

It is thus that dry-fly angling beguiles one, 
though fisli are not rising in numbers. Who would 
exchange it for tamer work, even for tlie well- 
fillcd creel? 

A few of the happenings of nature that thrill one 
as he goes up-stream, fly-rod iu hand, have been 
mentioned, but not all lias been told. Ilow alsait 
the big, still pool above, at the side of tlie meadow - 
field, with bank on one side at least five feet high, 
without a bush to hide tlie angler as the bright suu 
beats down on his back, while on tlie other bank 
is a mass of alders, impenetrable, overhanging the 
stream for many feet? To talk about this |sml 
would be to tell a story of many disappointing 
hours, with an ever-longing desire 011 the part of 
the writer to meet an angler who could demon- 
strate a method of fishing it successfully in these 
bright, sunshiny conditions. Incidentally the pool 
is so deep and large that it practically lias no cur- 
rent. and so the dry-fly. when cast, remains life- 
less on the surface. But the triumph one day when 
to the first fly cast rushed a fifteen -inch fisli 
from beneath the banks, taking the fly when fully 
eight feet away from his hiding place! And the 
angler felt that he must have been iu full sight 
of the fish when lie cast the fly, tiiongh on his 
hands and knees! 

AMERICAN PERSISTENCY IN FISHING. 

YVliile in England, where many purists east only 
at rising trout, not more than two or three casts 
are usually made at any one fish; yet generally the 
American dry-fly angler has adopted entirely dif- 
ferent rules. Some of our experts (wlrn they see 
a s|Kit where nicy feel sure that a good trout may 
be feedingl. cast in the same place over and over 
again. There are well -authenticated eases where a 
trout lias apparently paid no attention to a dry-fl.v 
until twenty or thirty casts have been made, and 
then lias come for it with a rush. 

Though I know that this doctrine is diametrically 
opposed to the theories of some English experts 
who have practiced the art of dry-fly fishing on 
the English chalk streams for thirty or forty years, 
or even more, yet at the present time it would be 
impossible to convince many Ameriean anglers that 
it is not advisable on our streams to cast over 
promising water until one is well satisfied that the 
trout supposed to lie there is lieyond hope of being 
lured to tlie surface at that particular time. One 
of my acquaintances ( who hail lieen a successful 
dr^-fly fisherman for more than a quarter of a 
century 1, caught his first large trout with the dry- 
fly after a day of discouragement, on the thirty- 
sixth cast, all the casts being made at one spot in 
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the poet; and he met with this first success out' 
alter haring been compelled by Mr. LaBrsnrbe. 
who was standing by his hide, to cast over this 
trout until he got it. 

In tlie writer’s make -up there may be something 
akin to obstinacy that often makes him linger long 
before a particularly alluring stretch of water, 
though the looked -for rises come not: or the com- 
pelling force may be a very persistent kind of hope- 
fulness, or an enlarged optimism that exhibits it- 
self in a marked degree when he is easting a fly 
in which he thoroughly believes. Sometimes the 
resulting persistence is rewarded. a« iu the follow- 
ing case; 

On the Willowomoo one day I came to a most 
enticing little run, the deep water being only about 
two or three feet wide and four or five feet deep, 
flowing swiftly but smoothly along the edge of an 
elongated brush heap close to the bank. Being in 
a persistent and optimistic mood, and believing that 
there must be a good trout in such a delightful 
stretch of water, I determined to remain there un- 
til the fish had been brought around to my way of 
thinking. For half an hour I floated fly after fly 
over its supposed feeding place, resting the water 
from time to time, and then sat down to think it 
over, deciding after a few more casts to go on up- 
stream. In what I had decided would be the final 
endeavor (probably from fifteen to twenty easts 
had been made), I was rewarded by the rise of a 
trout of just about the site 1 had imagined must be 
lurking in such a splendid run. Mr. H. G. Mc- 
Clelland. the author of a bright little English work 
on artificial flies, advances the theory that flies 
may be “east and re-cast so as to create the idea 
that flies of this sort an- passing over the fish in 
large numbers.” While the author thoroughly be- 
lieves in the idea of floating a fly many times over 
a spot where the angler is cnnvine.sl that a good 
f rout lies, jet it should la* remembered that the ut- 
most degree of skill must be shown to make every 
east so perfect thnt not even twenty or thirty easts 
at the same spot will arouse the suspicions of the 
running trout. 

It is not only entirely proper hut advisable for 
tie- American angler to fish the stream instead of 
t isliiug the rises; the proposition may Ik- advanc'd 
...nf ideally that tiie dry-fly is almost as tempting 
iu luring trout from more or less swift, rough 
water as it is in taking them from itools. All who 
have Is-on on trout streams can remember many 
places where there an- harriers formed by a row 
or group of rocks in the center of the streams, tie 
tops of some of them rising above the surface, 
others entirely covered. The swift water comes 
rushing down iqioii one of these barriers, over the 
roeks. between them and around tlieai. Above and 
below the roeks are splendid lurking place* for 
feeding fish. We approach one of these groups 
carefully from down-stream, and east our fly at 
one side of the rooks and below them, allowing it 
to float down as far as advisable before making 
another east. One cast follows another across the 
stream until we have covered all the good water 
la-low the rocks. Whether successful or not in 
takiug a fish from this water, we now begin cast- 
ing alMMit. two or three feet alfove the roeks, first 
to the left of them, then directly above them, and 
then to the right of them, letting onr fly float 
flown past tlie iss-ks before lifting it from the 
water, endeavoring to tempt any trout that may 
1 m* watching for f<s«d from any of these strongholds. 

SWIFT WATER FOR RAINBOWS. 

>ow a short distance almve these rocks there is 
a atn-tefa of very swift water, more or less rough. 
IVe know that at certain times such water is the 
delight «f the wet-fly angler, but how about the 
dry-fl.v man? Let us wait and see. We are still 
near the right hank of the stream (the left as we 
look up-stream), and so we first let onr fly drop 
<«n this swift water, near the hank to our left. 
Bing! A fine rainbow trout rose at the first east, 
hut we missed it. eitlmr lieeause we failed to see 
the qniek flash of the fish under water, or because 
we did not strike quickly enough. But the dry-fly — 
what iiecame of it? When it touched the surface 
it di«l it* best to play its dignified part of a dry; 
fly; it skip|Hsl along over the turbulent stream for 
a moment, but tin* water was too rough and strong 
for it to keep afloat; it was sucked uuder and, 
therefore, t >ees me the wet-fly that we have been 
accustomed to use. Not exactly the same, ]>er- 
hnps. for this dry-fly, though not wet or suuken, 
still retains its character as an imitation of a nat- 
ural insect. Having had some success with our very 
first cast in swift water, we will continue to fisli 
every inch of these rapids, letting the fly go where 
it listetli. playing the part of the wet-fly or the 
dry-fl.v. hut alwa.vs resembling the living insect 
which it so closely imitates. 

It is somewhat astonishing at times to see ovei 
wlmt rough water a dty-f!y can float successfully. 
The inequalities of the stream, of cour>e, depend 
■i|M>n the roughness of the bottom. Sometimes the 
water rushes down with its surface broken into 
what appears to lie small waves, more or less regu- 
lar in shape. It is a pretty sight to wateli a d ry - 
fly coming down over such water, apparently al- 
most skipping from wave to wave, and the action 
of the fly at tills time seems to he tremendolislj 
enticing to any fish that may see it. 

If the angler uses his powers of observation he 
will notice that in almost all stretches of rough 
water, however swift and turbulent, there are littie 
smooth spots that might he prois-rly called glassy 
glides. Cast j-our fiv at the top of one of tlio c 
glides and it will float perfectly until it is sc it ed 
by a trout or reaches the turbulent water. 

While the fly will often float successfully over 
a rough surface, yet if it is sucked under the 
angler is certainly in no worse position than tie"’ 
user of the sunken fly under his liest conditions. 
After haring been through these swift waters tilt 
fly may have a bedraggled appearance and look 
like anything but the natty insect with wings erect 
that it was when first taken from the fly liox 
The angler should take an old handkerchief or rag 
and squeeze the fly in its folds to get out some 
of the water that it has absorbed and then 
putting it close to his mouth, blow into its feather 
and hackles. This will re-tore to the liacklcs their 
old “fluffy” appearance. Next he should straighten 
out the wings and coax tlo-m into shape with the 
fingers, finally oiling the fly again when approacl'- 
ing smooth water. 

One of the beauties of fishing the rough stretches 
is the near approach to the fish that may he made 
by the careful angler, and the resulting advantages 
and possibilities of close fishing. 
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TWO N EW LIEUTENANT-GENERALS 

The President’s recommendation that Major- 
General Hunter Liggett and Robert L. Bullard be 
promoted to the rank of Lieuteiiant-General will 
undoubtedly be confirmed by tlie Senate at once. 
The promotions not only are rewards to two capa- 
ble soldiers, but are necessary for the army. Lig- 
gett and Bullard arc respectively commanders of 
the First and Second Field Armies of the United 
State* in France, and the proper rank for the 
commander of an American field army is the 
Lieutenant-Generalship. Pershing, who holds the 
highest of our military titles, General, commands 
the group of armies. 



With all its wars, the United States has not 
been orofitsa«e in the granting of the rank of 
either General or Lieutenant-General. We have 
had but six Generals: Washington, Grant, Rlier- 

ir.nu. Sheridan. Pershing and Miirch: Tasker H. 
Bliss, tlie American representative in tlie Allied 
\t ar Council, is a General by brevet. Our Lieu- 
tenant-Generals have been Washington, Scott, 
Grant, Sherman, Sheridan, Schofield, Miles. Young, 
Chaffee. Bates, Corbin and MacArthur. Of these 
only Nelson A. Miles, Samuel B. M. Young and 
John C. Bates are still living, all three now close 
to the age of eighty years. 

Grant was the only soldier of the civil war who 
was honored with the rank of Lieutenant-General 
before the end of the struggle. Sherman gained 
his third star when Grant became General in 1866, 
and Sheridan was made a Lieutenant-General when 
Sherman, upon Grant’s arrival at tlie White 
House, became a full General. Sheridan was 
Lieutenant-General lor nearly twenty years. and 
he bore the rank when he watched the battle of 
Gravelotte with the German stafT: but it was not 
until June 1. 1888, two months before his death, 
that his country voted to elevate him to the rank 
that had been enjoyed by Washington, Grant and 
Sherman. 

It is evident from the history of the bestowal of 
the rank of lie* tenant- general that in this country 
it lias not. been a necessity of war. The rank has 
beeu used to elevate commanding generals and 
chiefs of staff. But now, with tlie largest for** 
this country lias ever put in the field, we have 
not merely an army, but armies; two now. and as 
many more in future as that future makes neces- 
sary. A rank higher than that of major-general is 
manifestly necessary for the commander of a field 
army of hundreds of thousands of men. 

Major-General Liggett, who is a veteran of Cuba 
and tlie Philippine* and a former president <>f the 
War College, has ls-en in active fighting in Europe 
since last. March, when he was placed in command 
of tin' First Corps. It liecaine evident early in the 
summer that the First Army would fall to his com- 
mand ns soon as it was organized, for by June 
lie was directing two complete American divisions 
under French commanders. It was Liggett’s First 
Army that Foch usi-d with such telling force north- 
west of Verdun iu the September smash. 

Major-General Robert Lee Bullard took the place 
of General Siliert, who commanded the first Ameri- 
can troops that entered the trenches. Billiard, 

like Liggett, is a veteran of Cuba ami the Philip- 
pines. and he was governor of Iainao in 1902-1904 
He is the quite human man who once remarked 
that "a professorship established at West Point 
for tlie study of men and the best means of handling 
them would pay tin* army as well as the present sys- 
tem of target practice.” Evidently Bullard lias not 
neglected the study of men, else we would not find 
him in command of one of tlie great American field 
armies. — New York Sail. 

“MAXIM AND GAY” RICE’S TROUBLES 

New York. November 1. — Tlie furniture in the 
Mining Exchange offices of George Graham Rice 
(Maxim and Gay Rice! has Ix-en seized and sold for 
what it would liring. 

District Attorney Swann is interested in the 
whereabouts of Rice iu so far as lie is anxious 
to know if Rice has left, or is aliout to leave, this 
jurisdiction. The United States attorney has a 
similar interest, in the man. Five indictments were 
found against him by the grauil jury setting in this 
county last July, all for grand larceny in the first 
degree. Two days previously he was arrested by 
federal agents on a charge of using the mails to 
defraud. 

Rice’s real name is Jacob R. llerzig, ami lie al- 
ready iiad served two terms in prison when the in- 
dictments were returned against him last Julv. Ue 
is one of the best known get-rh-h-quick promoters 
in tlie country. He was horn in this city in 1870. 
whs sent to Elmira Reformatory when lie was I’ll, 
was released in lsStJ and sent to Ring Sing for 
forgery in 1X95. In 1801 lie set up as a raeo track 
tipsier in this city under tlie firm name of Maxim 
Gay & Co., and was highly successful until the 
government denied his tipping literature the use 
of the mails and closed his offices. Iu 1904 In- went 
to Goldfield and remained in the west until 1909, 
when lie organized R. II. Sclieftcls & Co., with 
main offices here and branches in a dozen other 
cities. 

Sclieftcls & Co. was the most successful of his 
enterprises, hut it was raided and closed in 1910, 
and he and his associates were tried on charges 
of misusing tin* mails. After n trial lasting many 
weeks Rice pleaded guilty and went to Blackwell's 
Island for a year. Sinee his release he had contrived 
to re-engage in business to so flourishing an extent 
that he numbered his clients by the hundred and 
paid $3,000 a week in salaries to his office force. 

MARKING THE WOODS TRAIL 

When traveling over old and Wind trails look for 
the old blaze marks, and if doubtful about them 
make new ones liy breaking down tlie bushes every 
twenty f*-et — the bent part pointing iu the direction 
of travel. If a roail is met vijh it is easy to tell 
if it is a tote or higging road. Tote roads are 
crooked and wind about tlie trees and rocks, while 
the logging r»ad is fairly straight and broad. Of 
course many tote roads lead nowhere iu particular, 
but all logging roads are sure to come to a fork 
and lead to water. 

When breaking a new trail blaze it by taking a 
single chip from the tree on the side it is ap- 
proached and on the opposite side make two blazes, 
indicating the way to camp. If this is done even 
tlie most iue\|ierienced sportsman will always know 
tin* way back if tin* trail is crossed from side to 
side, lhis i- tin- rule of the wilderness, but it is not 
always observed to the letter. Many woodsineu blaze 
their trails lij- clipping the trees as they pass them. 
Be sure to I -laze your own trail correct ly, and when 
you come to a. place where two roads or trails fork 
set a stick to indicate the right direction. — All 
Outdoors. 
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SHOTGUNS IN THE TRENCHES 

Even shotguns have been found useful for war 
purposes, and while there is no doubt of their pur- 
chase by tiie United Stales government, some doubt 
exists as to the uses to which they arc being put. 

The guns, of which several thousand have been 
supplied by both the Remington and Winchester 
companies, have slightly shorter muzzles than tlie 
sporting firearm and are fitted with bayonets and 
designed to shoot cartridges loaded with buckshot; 
in fact they are practically riot guns. 

Their ability t 0 scatter their big pellets at short 
range manifestly makes them useful for stopping 
Hun trench raiders, but as the rules of war restrict 
soldiers to rifles firing a single projectile^ it is 
not authoritatively known that they are being uti- 
lized for such purposes, though the manner in which 
the Germans have violated ail laws, both human 
and divine, would seem to justify tlie use of al- 
most any implement of death. 

According to another story, instead of being 
utilized abroad, these sliotguus are being carried 
by men guarding bridges and war plants in this 
country.
